They join’d in defiring him to fpeak his 
Mind, and gathering round him, he proceeded as follows j 
“ Friends, fays he, and Neighbours, the Taxes are in- 
jdeed very heavy, and if thofe laid on by the Government 
were tlie only Ones w^e had to pay, we might more chfiiy 
difcharge them j but we have many others, and much more 
igrievous to fame of us. We are taxed twice as much by, 
four Idlenefs, three times as much by our Pride, and four 
jtinies .as much by our Folly, and from thefe Taxes the Com- 
[milfioners cannot #afe or -deliver us by allowing an Abate- 
jjment.
